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This hatsdbook contains concept*oriented lessons trhich 
trill help eleientary teachers Incorporate social studies instruction 
into their classroois* The prcgran esphasizes concepts from each of 
the social science disciplines* Included among these are learning; 
family: social processes of ct^stoms, cooperation, competition, and 
conflict; rules and latrs: voting: location and direction; 
transportation, regions, and regionalism; needs and trants; goods and 
services; money; resources; archaeology; invention; symbols; and 
time* The program also emphasizes skills of information acquiring, 
reading, organization, communication, oitlzenshlp education, 
geography, and time relationships* Each lesson contains a concept 
question, skill, student competency, suggested activity, and 
materials needed* The lesson activities are many and varied* For 
example, in cne of the lessons on the concept of learning trhich also 
teaches the skill of information acquiring, students use magazine 
plotures to sake a collage of children and adults in various learning 
situations* The students mount the pictures on heavy oaklag and 
discuss each situation* It is suggested that teachers stress the idea 
that all age groups can learn* Another example is a lesson on rules 
and latrs In^ trhich ^^students learn €he skill of reading for 
comprehension* Students make a class book entitled "Bules Help Us 
Live Together*** Each child dratrs a picture Illustrating a latr or rule 
of the community* Depending on the grade level, sentences may be 
trrltten to tell the rule that is Illustrated* The completed class 
book is to be kept in a prominent place in the classroom and the 
children are allotred to read it during their free time* Because the 
activities utilize materials found in most classrooms, they can

realm of eieperience for children In gradea 1 - 3» 

b, to identify the cognitive akilla associated with learning 
about those concepts, snd ^ 

c, to enable atudenta to explore the poaaibilities, choices 
and values associated with each concept. 

The challenge also involvea sensitivity on the teacher*a part to the 
manner in wliich we are all social beings interacting with each other 
in complex waya. 

Why teach social studies in the primary gradea? Each child cornea 
from a unique environment where he or ahe o^cupiea a place in a family, 
a role in that family^ and has already acquired a multitude of family 
attitudes and valuea, tn addition, the child haa been aubjected to 
influencea from the media and from peer groupa. Therefore, the child's 
conceptual baae haa already been formed and can serve as a apringboard 
for the learning proceaa. Social atudies uses the environment to teach. 
As 8uch« it **draws from** not "teaches to** - the child's experience 
and becomea a setting in which a developing* maturing child can learn 
and grow. 

This social atudiea program aeeka to provide the arena where the 
wonder^ enthusiasm and background of childrena* experience can be 
translated into learning* Through a wide range of activities^ con- 
centrating initially on the family and school, each child is eacoursged 
to explore snd broaden his or her 'Vorld,'* You, ss the tescher, sre 
invited to Join in this sdventure.

The Social Studies Handbook embodies three curriculum design com- 
ponents: conceptual framework development, modified Inquiry and skill 
buildings In addition, lessons have been planned, wherever possible, to 
use materials found in most classrooms^ This is not Intended to de- 
preciate the many fine materials avallab le commercially - Instead It 
recognizes the wide diversity 'found in existing primary social studies 
programs and the possibility that funds for the purchase of any new 
materials may be limited* 

Conceptual Framework Development 

The Social Studies Handbook is a concept-ortented program* 
Selected cognitive concepts from each of the social science disciplines 
have been Identif 1^ from The Use of Social Studies Concepts J.n 
Curriculum Development * The concepts, learning and family , found i^ist 
of ten in primary social stv^dies programs, form the baslti fo r the first 
two units* Other concepts, e*g* cooperation, rules, goods, services, 
etc* follow but are not treated in the same detail* 

Concept development as a strategy for both teaching and curriculum 
development holds a strong place in social studies education* It is 
assumed that through concept acquisition the student will gain both 
knowledge and comprehension of facts, methods and principles* Also 
assumed is the ability to apply the knowledge in situations where 
analysis, synthesis and evaluation skills are needed* The possibility 
that different types of knowledge are used differently has been proposed 
by Broudy* Identifying three types of knowledge: knowing that , knowing 
how and knowing with , Broudy points out that "knowing that" (basic 
facts) and ^'knowing how" (application) are the most frequently talked 
about in schooling* The third, however, ''knowing with" although more 
difficult to measure, has important implications for social studies 
educators* Knowing with , according to Broudy, enables one to furnish "a 
context vlt^in which a particular situation is perceived , Interpreted 
and Judged^ The context is the ever -Increasingly sophisticated mental 
apparatus which can be brought to bear on a particular problem or 
situation* 

Concepts can be the focus of knowing that or they can become, 
through repeated exposure, the fabric of knowing with * It is the Intent 
of this program to build knowing '^that ^ how and, particularly, with 
capability for children* Children make decisions depending upon the 
level of -sophistication (the complexity of the conceptual framework) 
with which they perceive, interpret and judge* xo accomplish this 
conceptual fram(?work development, boch modified inquiry and skill 
diversification strategies have been used*

Modified Inquiry 



Structured questions provide the means through Which this program 
promotes a cooplex conceptual framework for children* Since one goal of 
the program Is to encourage children to become *'curlouaer and curlouser" 
about the world In Which they live, each lesson begins with a question 
l,e. Who learns? What are customs? What Is a consumer? The activities 
are then designed to enable each child to find an answer to the 
question. The first two units, Learning and The Family contain the most 
complete sets of question/ activity-answer lessons. 

Skill Building 

The Pennsylvania Department of Education has Identified seven 
skills Which have become the %ulldlng blocks'* for this curriculum. The 
skills Include Information acquiring, reading, organization, 
comiminlcatlon , citizenship education, geography and time relationships. 
Charts .are Included throughout the Handbook Which Indicate the type of 
skill associated with each question as well as the cognitive level of 
the Intellectual skills, represented by the student competency 
statements. 

The Handbook Is^subtltled '*A Language Arts Approach," Of the seven 
Identified skills^ three are directly related to social studies 
Instruction: citizenship education, geography and time relationship. 
The others, are more broadly based, demonstrating the relevance, 
particularly at the primary level, that social studies has to basic 
skill development. 

What Is the potential role of the Handbook In your program? The 
Handbook Is designed as an organizer - not the definitive answer to 
primary social studies Instruction, Lessons can be used individually;

Challenging children to do their best wofk, to perfoim to the best of their abilities, to set - 
attainable short range goals so they will choose to set - and achieve * long range goals is both an 
opportunity and a resjionstbility for educators. This can be done effectively by individual teachers;

The Awatxl:; Day Program was desigrjed to contribute to the school's 
motivational climate and to provide a froject which required the partner- 
ship of the school and a community agency*
